Chinatown  Summer 
Teaches,  Enchants

The  Sea  Stars  are  making  an  island  full 
of  shells,  trees,  animals  and  flowers. 
They’ve  covered  one  wall  with  brightly 
colored  sea  creatures  and  they’ll  tell  you 
a  story  about  this  island  if  you  stop  by  the 
Quincy  School  on  a  week-day  morning 
during  the  Chinatown  Summer  program. 

The  Sea  Stars  are  one  group  of  18 
seven  and  eight  year  olds  who  receive  in¬ 
struction  every  morning  in  English  with 
Liz  Kauffman,  a  Lesley  College  graduate 
student.  The  children  in  her  class  are 
primarily  Chinese  speaking  who  need  ex¬ 
tra  practice  in  vocabuarly  and  grammar. 

“The  idea  is  to  encourage  them  to 
speak  English  as  much  as  possible,  but  at 
the  same  time,  honor  their  own 
langauge,’’  Kauffman  explains,  as  she 
passes  a  blueberry  flavored  felt  marker  to 
a  team  engrossed  in  creating  a  poster  full 
of  monsters. 

Kauffman’s  approach-  to  use  kids’ 
ideas  as  jumping  off  points  for  vocabualry 
building-  also  encourages  social  interac¬ 
tion  and  creativity.  Opposite  the  girl  and 


boy  making  a  monster  poster,  is  a  group 
molding  animals  from  playdough;  in 
another  comer,  two  girls  are  telling  a 
story  with  a  felt  board. 

“I  found  that  when  kids  can  cut  their 
own  shapes  for  the  felt  board,  they  ex¬ 
pressed  themselves  more,  and  told  their 
own  stories, M  says  Kauffman  as  she  finds 
a  box  of  felt  pieces  for  the  girls.  Kauff¬ 
man  makes  use  of  the  Whole  Language 
Approach,  a  method  that  encourages  kids 
to  explore  language  by  telling  their  own 
stories.  From  the  stories  they  generate,  a 
teacher  can  build  skill  areas  such  as  verbs 
and  grammar.  The  main  point  is  to  en¬ 
courage  children  to  say  what  they  are 
thinking,  to  take  risks  as  they  learn. 

Chinatown  Summer  is  a  June  to  August 
merger  of  the  Red  Oak  after  school  pro¬ 
gram  and  the  Quincy  School  Community 
Council  Recreation  and  Youth  program. 
Together  they  provide  summer  activities 
for  over  175  youths,  aged  5  years  through 
the  teens.

BRA:  New  Center  Must  Generate  Revenue

Citing  limited  linkage  funds  and  a  bleak 
budget,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  recommended  two  ma¬ 
jor  changes  that  would  alter  the  original 
plans  for  affordable  housing  on  parcels  A 
and  B,  and  the  community  center  on 
parcel  C,  but  may  provide  a  revenue 
cushion  that  would  carry  the  projects 
through  to  completion. 

In  a  meeting  with  the  Asian  Communi¬ 
ty  Development  Corporation  (ACDC), 
developers  of  housing  on  parcel  B,  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Cor¬ 
poration  (CEDC),  developers  for  parcel 
A,  and  the  Community  Center  Corpora¬ 
tion,  the  BRA  suggested  the  Community 
Center  include  a  five  story  above  ground 


parking  garage  that  would  not  only  serve 
residents  of  the  near-by  housing  project, 
but  also  generate  revenue.  Of  the  400 
spaces,  200  could  be  rented  to  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  or  Tufts  Univer¬ 
sity. 

To  futher  guarantee  financial  backing, 
the  BRA  recommended  that  fifty  units  of 
market  rate  housing  be  rented  to  the  New 
England  Medical  Center,  which  could 
support  the  project  with  long-term  leases. 

The  housing  site  is  at  the  comer  of  Oak 
and  Washington  Streets,  and  the  Com¬ 
munity  Center  would  be  across  the  street 
at  Oak  and  Nassau  Streets. 

In  the  original  plan,  the  garage  was  to 
be  built  underground  at  the  housing  site 
(parcels  A  and  B)  and  reserved  for 


residents  only.  Housing  units  were  plann¬ 
ed  with  community  people  in  mind. 

The  new  plan  encourages  the  com¬ 
munity  to  look  at  the  near  by  institutions 
as  not  only  neighbors,  but  also  future 
customers,  “This  is  a  way  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  institutions  at  a  time  when 
there  is  little  linkage,  and  state  housing 
subsidies  have  been  cut,  ’  ’  said  Jim  Camp¬ 
bell,  the  BRA’s  financial  consultant  who 
recommended  scaling  the  project  down 
and  including  a  money-making  aspect. 

Although  representatives  from  the 
community  center  and  ACDC  agree  that 
changes  need  to  be  made  for  the  projects 
to  be  built,  not  everyone  welcomes  an 
above-ground  garage,  especially  one  to 
be  used  by  neighboring  institutions. 


“I’ve  put  time  and  energy  to  build  hous¬ 
ing  for  my  people,  and  I  don’t  have 
energy  for  building  something  for  the 
New  England  Medical  Center,”  said  Neil 
Chin,  board  member  of  the  ACDC,  “yet 
we  might  need  them  financially.” 

David  Moy,  representing  the  Quincy 
School  Community  Council,  one  of  the 
seven  agencies  on  the  Community  Center 
planning  team,  said  the  garage  issue  has 
less  to  do  with  Tufts  or  New  England 
Medical  Center,  but  with  traffic  conges¬ 
tion  and  pollution,  “It’s  a  quality  of  life  [ 
issue  here, one  that  residents  will  have  to 
decide.  Are  they  willing  to  trade  off 
[pollution,  noise  and  heavy  traffic  in  order 
to  get  community  housing  built?”

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Woman  Killed  Crossing 
Chinatown  Street 


On  July  20,  seventy-nine  year 
old  Sun  Joe  Kwong  died  after 
she  was  hit  by  a  van  at  the  comer 
of  Washington  and  Oak  Streets. 

Kwong  was  crossing 
Washington  Street  to  buy  fruit  in 
the  early  morning,  when  Arthur 
Nowicki,  driver  of  a  commercial 
van,  made  a  35  mile  an  hour 
turn  onto  Oak  Street  from 
Washington  and  hit  her. 

Kwong  suffered  severe  head, 
abdominal  and  chest  injuries  and 
was  taken  to  Boston  City 
Hospital  where  she  died  two 
hours  later. 

Nowicki  was  arrested  and 
charged  with  motor  vehicle 
homicide  by  negligence,  driving 
after  revocation  of  a  license, 
driving  an  uninsured, 


unregistered  vehicle,  speeding, 
and  operating  to  endanger.  He 
was  arraigned  at  Boston 
Municipal  Court,  and  was 
released  on  $1,000  bail.  His 
court  date  is  Sept.  12. 

Kwong  is  survived  by  her  81 
year  old  husband,  Chen 
Kwong, and  four  sons  and  one 
daughter.  Two  sons  live  in  San 
Francisco.  Her  daughter  and 
other  two  sons  live  in  Boston. 
Her  two  sons  came  from  San 
Francisco  immediately  when 
they  heard  she  was  killed  on  Fri¬ 
day  evening. 

Very  active  in  the  Golden  Age 
Center,  and  a  person  who  liked 
brisk  walks  and  exercise,  she 
has  lived  in  Quincy  Towers 
since  1977  with  her  husband 


who  suffers  from  disabling  ar¬ 
thritis.  His  wife  was  his  sole 
care-taker. 

Kwong  was  bom  Sept.  7,  ; 
191 1  in  Toisan.  In  the  1950s  she  ; 
moved  from  China  to  Hong 
Kong,  and  in  1969,  immigrated 
to  the  United  States.  Her  hus¬ 
band  worked  in  Boston 
restaurants  and  she  in  the  gar¬ 
ment  industry  before  they 
retired.

The  BRA  claims  that  an  above  ground 
garage  would  cut  development  costs  by 
almost  half.  Total  development  costs  of 
the  recommended  plan  come  to  $36 
million,  a  savings  of  $29  million  in  the 
original  plan. The  new  plan  would  create 
220  units  of  low,  moderate,  market  rate 
and  institutional  units  as  compared  to  the 
original  plan  of  260  new  units.  Gross 
square  footage  of  the  housing  project 
would  decrease  by  137,705  feet. 

Originally,  the  South  Cove  YMCA 
would  occupy  26,000  square  feet  of  the 
Community  Center’s  planned  90,000 
square  feet.  Since  Tufts  University  pro¬ 
posed  to  build  a  new  YMCA  on  the 
Posner  Hall  lot,  the  BRA  has  recalculated 
the  footage  to  a  smaller  55,000  square 
feet.  In  May,  Tufts  was  given  a  tentative 
designation  to  develop  a  research 
laboratory,  biotechnology  center  and 
hotel  above  South  Station,  and  as  part  of 
its  community  benefits  package,  it  pro¬ 
mised  to  provide  a  new  home  for  the  YM¬ 
CA.  The  benefits  package  has  not  yet 
been  finalized. 

The  housing  project  will  need  only 
$3.3  million  in  linkage  funds,  as  com¬ 
pared  to  perhaps  $20  million  before.  The 
original  linkage  request  was  four  times 
the  amount  permitted  by  linkage 
guidelines. 

Linkage  itself  is  no  panacea.  Used 
primarily  as  a  gap-filler,  die  projects  will 
still  depend  on  generous  bank  loans, 
credit  syndication  and  Boston’s  capital 
improvement  fund  to  construct  and  main¬ 
tain  the  project.  Linkage  can  be  set  aside 
in  an  account  from  which  the  developer 
can  borrow  against  in  order  to  pay  for 
operating  costs  not  covered  by  low  rental 
income. 

Ting-Fun  Yeh,  Chinatown’s  planner 
from  the  BRA,  said  that  for  the  next 
number  of  weeks,  the  BRA  will  be  work¬ 
ing  closely  with  the  community  to 
“balance  finances  and  design  so  we  end 
up  with  a  quality  housing  project  and 
community  center  for  Chinatown.”  Yeh 
added  that  the  BRA  and  the  community 
will  look  over  a  number  of  financing  op¬ 
tions,  including  the  use  of  $500,000  of 
linkage  benefits  forthcoming  from  the 
Kingston/Bedford  St.  project.

In  other  groups,  ten  and  eleven  year 
olds  are  writing  stories  about  themselves. 
Some  children  are  receiving  special  atten¬ 
tion  in  math  or  reading.  These  morning 
academic  sessions  last  from  9  to  12  pm, 
followed  by  lunch.  After  lunch,  the 
children  can  join  any  of  the  program’s 
kaledioscope  of  clubs,  including,  sewing, 
art,  fitness,  crafts,  paperfolding,  sailing, 
and  others.  Every  Friday,  the  kids  take 
off  to  go  bowling,  canoeing,  or  beach¬ 
combing. 

What  impresses  Kauffman  most  about 
the  program  is  the  feeling  of  community 
at  the  school,  “I’ve  never  been  in  a 
school  where  the  teachers  knew  the  kids 
so  well,  and  the  kids  always  look  out  for 
each  other,”  she  says. 

The  Recreation  program  treats  Red 
Oak  kids  to  team  sports  in  the  mornings 
and  swimming  in  the  afternoon. 
Chinatown  teens  can  join  the  Recreation 
and  Youth  program  or,  “Rec”  as  it’s 
called,  for  only  $2.50  per  school 
semester,  and  enjoy  swimming,  basket¬ 
ball,  and  the  most  popular  Chinatown 
sport-  volleyball. 

From  August  5  to  10,  Rec  director  Sam 
Lee  will  accompany  the  volleyball  team 
to  Philadelphia  and  as  they  compete  in 
the  U.S.  Youth  Games.  The  team  is  com¬ 
prised  of  five  young  women  and  five 
young  men.  Try-outs  for  the  team  were 
open  to  any  kid  in  the  city,  Lee  noted,  and 
seven  of  the  selected  players  were  already 
enrolled  in  the  QSCC  Recreation  and 
Youth  program.  “It’s  a  good  opportunity 
for  kids  to  get  to  know  each  other  better, 
and  spend  time  with  each  other  in  an  all 
expense  paid  trip,”  Lee  said.  The  players 
will  not  only  be  competing  but  learning  as 
well,  Lee  noted.  In  between  games,  they 
will  be  sight-seeing  and  attending 
seminars  on  AIDS,  and  alcohol/drug 
abuse. 

Chinatown  Summer  also  reaches  out  to 
interested  teens  and  adults  who  like  work¬ 
ing  with  young  children.  Each  one  brings 
something  special  to  the  children’s  ex¬ 
perience.  “I  do  all  kinds  of  things--  listen 
to  them  read,  help  with  their  project,  but 
mostly,  I  give  them  hugs,  ”  says  foster 
grand-parent  Ann  Holland.  Florence 
Plounick,  who  helps  with  children’s 
English  says  that  she  likes  to  volunteer 
“because  it  makes  you  forget  how  old

you  are  and  gets  you  going.” 

Andrea  Berkman,  a  Wellesely  College 
sophomore  who  has  cerebral  palsy,  not 
only  spends  time  reading  with  children, 
but  also  talking  to  them  about  how  to 
understand  someone  with  a  disability. “I 
tell  them  about  my  own  case,  and  that 
cerebral  palsy  is  not  catching.  I  also  tell 
them  things  they  can  do  to  help.” 
Berkman  plans  to  bring  the  class  a 
wheelchair  like  hers  so  they  can  have  a 
chance  to  sit  in  it.  “I’d  let  them  try  mine, 
but  I’m  not  sure  what  would  happen  to 
it!”  she  joked. 

Although  the  Chinatown  Summer  Pro¬ 
gram  stresses  fun  rather  than  academics, 
teachers  and  counselors  have  noticed  im¬ 
provement  in  children’s  English  and 
social  skills.  Mimi  Fong,  a  Quincy  Com¬ 
munity  School  first  grade  teacher  said  she 
knows  many  teachers  who  recommend 
Chinese  bilingual  students  to  the  Red  Oak 
program  in  the  summer.  Agatha  Tong,  a 
coordinating  counselor  for  the  Quincy 
Community  School,  said  that  she  has 
noticed  an  improvement  in  student’s 
social  skills  once  they’ve  joined  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Admitting  that  she’s  “more  of  an 
academic-directed  person,”  Tong  added 
that  she  would  like  to  see  more  time 
devoted  to  study  skills,  especially  during 
the  school  year  when  Red  Oak  serves  as 
an  after-school  program.  “The  program 
would  need  more  volunteers,  though,  and 
more  teachers,”  Tong  said. 

During  the  summer,  when  kids  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  enjoy  speaking  English,  and 
to  interact  with  other  kids,  says  Red  Oak 
director  Laurie  Hoffma,  they  can  make 
academic  strides,  “During  the  summer 
months,  they  grow  more  than  any  other 
time  of  the  year,’’  she  said.  “Many 
teachers  have  said  they’ve  seen  an  impact 
of  verbal  English  skills,  and  have  noticed 
a  difference  from  the  year  before.”

walk  around  those  streets,  and 
their  eyes  are  not  so  clear.  Some 
drivers  stop  and  are  careful,  but 
I’ve  seen  many  who  drive  too 
fast.” 

George  Joe,  director  of  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  sent  a 
letter  to  Department  of 
Transportation  Commissioner 
Richard  Dimino  requesting  an 
investigation  into  the  traffic  pro- 
blems  in  the  Oak  and 
Washington  Street  area.  “It  is 
unfortunate  that  an  elderly  per¬ 
son  got  killed  by  a  speeding 
truck,  but  I  am  also  worried 
about  the  September  to  June 
months  when  kids  are  walking 
back  and  forth  across  the 
street.”  The  area  is  dense  with 
pedestrians  because  of  the  Acorn 
Daycare  Center,  the  Quincy 
School,  the  Girls’  and  Boys’ 
Clubs  and  Don  Bosco  Techincal 
School.  “We  could  set  up  an 
alternative  truck  route  on  a  thirty 
day  period,  for  instance. 
Something  has  to  be  done  before 
the  school  year,”  Joe  said.

Li-Min  Mo:  Artistic  Heart  and  Rebel  Soul

One  of  the  first  things  I 
observed  about  Li-Min  Mo  was 
that  she  seems  to  defy  all 
categorizations  and  labels.  Here 
was  a  woman  who  had  incor¬ 
porated  aspects  of  many  cultures 
and  sub-cultures  to  become  an 
extremely  inspired  artist, 
storyteller/performer,  teacher, 
and  writer. 

Li-Min  Mo  was  born  in  China 
and  came  to  the  U.S.  at  the  age 
of  13,  her  family  settling  on  the 
edge  of  Chinatown  in  New 
York.  Her  decision  to  go  to  art 
school  was  motivated  by  factors 
other  than  her  natural  talent  and 
enjoyment  of  art.  She  also  had  a 
fear  of  the  English  language, 
and  for  her,  art  became  a  refuge 
from  the  turmoil  of  this  confus¬ 
ing  world. 

During  the  1960s,  Li-Min  par¬ 
ticipated  in  anti-war  marches 
and  rallies,  despite  tremendous 
pressure  from  her  family  to  not 
oe  politically  active  (they  feared 
deportation)  and  despite  the 
isolation  she  felt  as  the  only 
Asian  woman  involved.  She 
worked  for  the  Bread  and  Puppet 
Theater,  doing  political  street 
theater  and  with  the  Henry 
Street  Settlement  House  in  New 
York. 

Later,  she  moved  to  Boston 
and  became  involved  in  a  wide 
array  of  projects.  Over  the 
years,  she  has  written  and  per¬ 
formed  in  numerous  theater 
pieces,  and  given  storytelling 
concerts  all  over  Boston.  She 
has  conducted  bi-lingual 
(Spanish/English, 
Chinese/English)  poetry  writing 
and  storytelling  workshops  with 
all  ages  of  children.  In  these,  she 
specializes  in  Asian  culture  and 
folk  traditions.  She  has  also  held 
workshops  for  teachers  who 
wish  to  incorporate  multi¬ 
cultural  art  and  storytelling  into 
their  curriculum. 

Much  of  Li-Min ’s  work  has 
involved  children,  and  this  work 
is  inseparable  from  her  own  ex¬ 
periences  as  a  child.  Li-Min  felt 


a  lot  of  pain  as  a  child,  growing 
up  in  China  with  a  learning 
disability.  Chinese  society,  Li- 
Min  says,  does  not  deal  with 
handicapped  people  very  well. 
Children  are  told  they  must  com¬ 
pete  with  their  peers  and  excel, 
despite  a  disability.  Li-Min 
described  how  she  was  scolded 
daily  by  her  teachers  for  being 
lazy,  and  for  not  trying  hard 
enough.  She  spent  many  years  of 
anguish  in  both  China  and  the 
U.S.,  struggling  because  she 
could  not  write.  Li-Min  finally 
found  out  not  along  ago  that  she 
is  dyslexic. 

Her  theater  work  with 
children  was  motivated  by  a 
desire  to  see  that  others  not  feel 
rejected  in  the  same  way  she  did. 
At  Mission  Hill,  Li-Min  has 
conducted  some  of  her  most  suc¬ 
cessful  workshops,  working 
with  bilingual  and  street  kids 
who  may  have  fallen  through  the 
cracks. 

“Somehow  I  understood  that 
their  battle  is  like  mine.  We  are 
left  in  the  streets,”  she  says. 
“Doing  theater  with  kids  is  hav¬ 
ing  tnem  understand  that 
language  is  theirs.  It  is  a  tool  for 
them  to  defend  themselves  and 
to  find  themselves.”  The  kids 
are  free  to  act  out  stories,  im¬ 
provise,  use  their  own  words, 
and  use  words  from  more  than 
one  language  to  express 
themselves.  This  can  build  a 
child’s  self-esteem  and  be  very 
empowering,  Li-Min  explains. 
The  workshops  seem  to  have 
lasting  effects  on  the  kids. 

Li-Min ’s  own  struggle  to  find 
a  voice  and  space  for  personal 
expression  has  been  an  ongoing 
battle.  As  she  got  older,  she 
realized  she  had  a  strong  desire 
to  write.  Reading  literature  by 
writers  such  as  Tillie  Olsen, 
Alice  Walker,  and  Maxine  Hong 
Kingston  helped  her  overome 
the  fear  of  her  handicap.  From 
these  courageous  women,  Li- 
Min  learned  that  her  own  voice, 
though  perhaps  unpolished  and 
untrained,  was  unique  and  wor¬ 


thy  of  expression.  She  has  learn¬ 
ed  to  own  her  own  voice,  and 
take  pride  in  it. 

It  hasn’t  been  easy.  First  she 
had  to  deal  sith  the  stigma 
around  her  handicap.  Then  she 
had  to  face  even  more  closel> 


the  stereotyping  and  prejudices 
imposed  on  Asians  living  in  a 
white  world.  Li-Min  had  felt 
cornered  and  forced  into  a  role 
by  the  media’s  dictate  of  what 
Asian  American  artists  “are 
supposed”  to  be.  In  other 
words,  the  artist’s  work  should 
reflect  her  culture.  This  is  the 
pressure  to  be  “responsible  for 
one’s  heritage”  in  a  way  that 
Americans  of,  for  example, 
German  or  French  descent  are 
not  expected  to  be. 

Asian  American  artists  may 
feel  that  they  constantly  have  so¬ 
meone  looking  over  their 
shoulders.  Li-Min  feels  that  she 
was  pressured  into  doing  art  at¬ 
tached  to  her  culture.  As  a  child, 
her  favorite  artist  was  Van 
Gogh.  “Left  alone,  I  would  pro¬ 
bably  be  a  great  abstract  painter 


now!”  she  laughs. 

The  media,  also,  is  shallow 
enough  to  conclude  that  “Asians 
are  really  just  clones  of  each 
other.”  Rarely  are  Asian 
Americans  seen  as  individuals, 
or  given  credit  for  being 


creative.  Immediately,  a  com¬ 
parison  to  another  Asian  is 
made.  “You  know,”  says  Li- 
Min,  “that  is  very  insulting. 
That  means  they  can’t  take  me 
for  what  I  am.” 

Identity  conflicts  and  confu¬ 
sions  seem  never  ending,  and  the 
“who  am  I?”  question  nags  in 
the  back  of  the  mind,  especially 
for  Asian  American  women. 
Because  the  white  world  has 
certain  images  of  what  Asian 
women  are  supposed  to  be  like, 
Li-Min  says,  it’s  especially  hard 
for  women  to  be  assertive.  Peo¬ 
ple  have  repeatedly  advised  her 
to  “behave,”  and  told  her  she 
could  be  more  successful  if  she 
fit  the  stereotyped  role  of  the 
sweet  little  Chinese  girl,  who 
does  not  raise  her  voice,  act 
assertively,  or  ask  too  many 


questions. 

Li-Min  considered  trying  to 
be  elegant  and  polite,  and  toning 
down  her  expressiveness  until 
one  time  she  finally  asked 
herself:  “Do  you  want  to  be 
that?  Your  mother  does  it  all  the 
time,  until  she  comes  home  and 
yells  like  a  peasant  woman.  1 
said,  no,  I  don’t  need  this  double 
face.  I  had  enough  double  face 
all  around  me.” 

Li-Min  identifies  strongly 
with  other  minorities,  like 
African-Americans  and  Native 
Americans  They  were  not 
afraid  to  be  outspoken  and  stand 
up  for  their  rights,  but  Asian 
Americans  seemed  ashamed  and 
embarrassed  to  talk  about  their 
oppression.  Instead,  they  quietly 
worked  twice  as  hard  to  keep  up 
with  the  whites.  “Why  do  we 
have  to  do  that!”  demands  Li- 
Min  laughing.  “Don’t  I  have 
equal  rights?  I  got  to  have  my 
rights.  I’m  an  American.” 

As  if  this  weren’t  enough  to 
battle  with,  Li-Min  must  also 
deal  with  expectations  from  her 
family  and  from  the  Chinese 
community.  Traditional  Chinese 
values  insist  that  a  person  has 
not  achieved  enough  unless  he  or 
she  is  number  one;  number  two 
just  isn’t  good  enough.  Li-Min 
says  she  won’t  win  her  family’s 
approval  until  her  name  is  wide¬ 
ly  known  and  she  is  making  a 
lot  of  money.  She  also  observes 
that  the  Chinese  don’t  unders¬ 
tand  the  casual  and  independent 
lifestyle  of  Americans. 

Not  suprisingly,  the  first 
generation  (Chinese)  finds  it  dif¬ 
ficult  to  relate  to  or  approve  of 
what  the  second  generation 
(American)  is  doing.  Change 
and  new  ways  are  just  not  em¬ 
braced  readily.  For  example, 
neither  the  work  of  Amy  Tan  or 
Maxine  Hong  Kingston  has  been 
well  received  by  the  Chinese 
community.  Li-Min  never 
shows  her  work  to  her  family,  as 
much  as  it  hurts  not  to  do  so. 

Because  she  has  worked  in  the 
public  sector  for  many  years, 
she  now  feels  she  has  earned  the 
priviledge  to  spend  time  on  her 
own  projects.  Presently,  she  is 
finishing  up  a  novel  about  a 
Chinese  American  family.  The 
story  tells  of  the  family’s  strug¬ 
gle  in  China,  and  even  greater 
struggle  in  the  U.S.,  adapting  to 
the  culture  and  yet  trying  to  keep 
the  family  together.  The  main 
character  has  a  mental  collapse- 
another  area  with  which  Asians 
seem  to  have  trouble.  "Asians 
are  not  supposed  to  have  mental 
illnesses,  but  hey,  this  has  gone 
on  too  long.  It’s  time  to  admit 
that  Asians,  too,  can  have  men¬ 
tal  breakdowns.” 

The  struggle  of  Asian 
Americans  for  self-definition 
continues  to  be  difficult  and 
frustrating.  Many  artists  end  up 
leaving  the  Boston  area  and 
heading  for  New  York  or  San 
Francisco,  where  they  feel  there 
is  more  support  and  enthusiasm. 
But  Li-Min  is  here  to  stay,  and 
her  outlook  on  the  future  is  op¬ 
timistic:  “Asian  American  Ar¬ 
tists  will  eventually  break  the 
mold.”  Her  message  to  Asian 
American  artists:  “Don’t  be 
afraid  to  do  the  kind  of  work  you 
really  want  to  do.”
